In .’un®j 1966, OuSIwc po¬ 
lice arrested ii members of 
an Fbt? cell, Valliferee and 
GagfiOO were in New York City 
3t the lime. They attempted 
to publicize the plight Of 
the Franch-Canadlane by dem¬ 
onstrating in front of the U- 
nited Nationsi where they 
--rore arrested by Immigration 
Dopt. authorities in October, 
LShift , cm charges of having 
been in the USA more than 30 
days . 

Charges were never brought 
against them in the UNA. in¬ 
stead, in January, 196"?, they 
wore released r without warn¬ 
ing. and taken directly to a 
plane which flew -her tc Qar- 
val Airport, Montrealr they 
wgro i.rr-0dlately jirrnstad by 
Provincial Police. 

Charges were laid against 
the two of them together. 
They refused to have lawyers. 
In Older to politicize their 
trial, they said, and pre¬ 
pared their defense together. 
The trial was postponed ft 
number or times by the Crown. 
Finally, the Crown tried a
